interested. We tried to ‘atlract its attans 
tion, but it would got even tun its head, 
and whon at the city gote I turned to taka 
a final look, I could seethe Black body in 
the amo place. Every foreigner kept 
awake for soma hours expecting the maga- 
zine to explode, but finally retired nnd tried 
to forgat all about powder magazines, rifle 
shots, loatera ete, a . 
Taipeh-fu, June 6, 

About-6 am. the powder-magazine ex- 
ploded, with ona long drawn-out report, 
which shook the houses and turnad every- 
body out hurriedly into the atroste, 

The magazine is located perhaps a mils 
and a half from the city, Arriving on the 
scene about half an hour after tho. oxplo- 
sion, I found the ruins qtill smoking, while 
unexploded powder was lying abovt every- 
whors in big piles, with horo and thero, o 
Nttle- stock of boxes containing powder, 
dynamite, or fuses, ' 

Tho paddy fields contained very evenly 
distributed fresh earth and debria from 
the buildings, and plastered with dirt or 
partially covored with tho mud ond muck 
could be seen dead and wounded bodies of 
Chinese, aome so disfigured that tho only 
semblance to human beinga, was the 
quivering feah of a ‘mangled trunk, 4 
besmeared limb or the haic uttached too 
hoad just protruding from tho mud. It 
was a ghastly picture, the wailing and cry- 
ing af the wives and mothera adding to the 
fearfulness of the acone. : 
. With charactaristic apathy, the Chi- 
nesoj wera standing by watching and 
Taughing at the groans and doing absolute: 
ly nothing -(o aid the wounded. I havo 
seon many oases of this kind oven in my 
short sojourn in China, ond tho brutal 
character of these fienda is almost beyond 
my comprehension. One: more fortunate 
victim was sitting upright in tho field, 
moaning and spoalcing to tho passers by; 
waa there a Chinese ta help him out of the 
debris and place him at least on tho path. 
way out of the sun? ‘No; they stood 
sround laughing, considering it apparently 
good fun.

Tho Governor had divided $50,000 among 
his body-guatd to allow him to leave the 
yamen, and when othor scldiors called to 
demand thoit pay, they found the Governor 
‘notot home.’

queer how he could escapo the QOhinese 
soldiers who were watching bis every move:

were taken from him, ‘Another was lying 
on the aide walk with his throat eut, and 
the rats wore at the body almoat before it 
caased to breathe, 

Atten this morning, o friend and my- 
solf walked up to the Yamen to take eomo 
photuyrapls. Aa wo entered the patoway 
the oxcitemané was great among the 
Ohineso who wero touting tho place, It 
waa very amusing; one hurried look, then 
throwing up their arma ond dro; ping their 
loot, thoy yelled and ran away, thinking 
the Japanese had arrived, and that all was 
up, but seojog only the two of us and 
informed by the Chinese who were acting aa 
our guides that wa had no intention of shoot: 
ing them, these four or five hundred cowards 
came ‘back, and gathered up their loot, 
The apartment where I was received last 
evening is now oothing but a pile of ashes, 

Returning to the city we found a etream 
of Chinsso passing to and fro with loot, Io 
the procenion could be seen bars of lead, 
tin, copper, bras, big pipes, swall pipes, 
pieces of machinery, parte of guns, cart- 
ridges, big sheets of ategl, boxes of nails, 
screws, a Gatlirig gun, long steel and aheet 
iron bara, io fact everything that they were 
able to carry away was takon. Four cao. 
lies were labouring aleng carrying a large 
field piece, F inquired how much they 
wanted for it and was ioformed that $6 was 
the market priea for big guns. [told them 
that waa top much and succeeded in getting 
them down to $2, but thord they atuck ; 
upon going away I. was groatly amnscd-to 
sgo them throw it down and run after me. 
T informed them that I had changed my 
toind and wes not buying Gatlings just then. 
T.expoot thoy would havo boon happy to sell 
it fora few.cash, Many aimilar incidents 
veourred, especially with heavy: castings, 
Thoy vavor hesitated at grabbing it at the 
Argonal, but after they-had ca*ried itaoveral 
blocks, sud it began to get heavy, they 
would uswallp atop and look at it, and if a 
foreigner came by they would offer to gel it 
for $15 or $20, but would come down toa 
string of cask, and thea Gnding no put- 
chaser would leave it on the street, and ron

bundred feet inthe vicinity of the Arsenal 
without soeing a case of carlridges, open 
to all who wished to carry them away—that 
thoy kept firing the gune off jaat‘to hear the 
noise, But 10 Banks, or outside of tho city, 
where the robbers are lovling right and 
left, the constant fice is kegs up day and 
night to frighten this andesirable class 
away, Ofcourse there ia many casea whero 
the guna aro firod to killy and the many 
wounded about the city give ovidenco that 
the new owners aro not slow to use their 
guce. ; ' 

. TheOhinese merchants reccived a potition 
this morning, which was intended to be 
aentto the Japanese requesting them to 
come here with oll haste, that the dangor- 
ous class of Chineso might Be driven away 
and the indiscriminate burning and loot- 
ing of property might cease. As might bs 
expected, while tho Chinese were, praying 
for the Japanese to came, they wera too 
cowardly to.sign tho paper, éxcueed thom- 
selves by saying they fadred the manda- 
ting might yet return, and if it was found 
that ‘they had signed such a document, 
they would be behoaded aa spies and trai- 
tora. Meanwhile their property wos in the 
grostest of danger, and in many casos had

A notice has bacu circulated among the 
Qhinese informing them that the foreignt.

It was very unforinnate auch a state of- 
affairs should oxist, while the Jal anea 
waro only ton milo away and {f notified of 
the condition of the country, could come 
on with fifty or a bandred men who. all 
troubles would instantly cuass, sv Mc Olly, 
Mr Thompson and myself decided to make 
the trip, with the hope that wa should be 
able-to-resoh.the..

The headquartors had been pstablished in 
a pretty little Obiness joss-hauso, and the 
dirt and rubbish always found about the 
Chinese had bean ramovéd, and all about 
the camp was neat, spick aid, span. We 
wore recsived very cordially and srrango- 
ments were made at ance to eend 500 men 
baok-with un to Taipehfu. 4 

We joined the officers in their evening 
meal, ond after a most pleasant visit wo 
wore on our way back, and with us, march- 
ing quiotly along. with no drome or tram- 
pots, were the 600 soldiers, who wore plainly 
discernible in the otoar moonlight to the 
Obinese on the hills about. as, who either 
camo to welcome or can back into the inte- 
rior shrieking and howling. 

With the groat consideration the Japnnosa 
have shown for the Chinese, the comman- 
der thought it best not to enter the city 
during the dead of night, so when reaching 
within three miles of the cily he decided to 
wait there and come in during the early 
morning, Messrs Obly, Thompson and 
mysolf then started’ out alone for tha city, 
meeting with no mishap until juat entering 
the city, whon six shots were fired at us at 
closa range, but thanks. to’ the darkness 
and ordinarily poor aim of the Chinese we 
esoapad with only o slight, shock to our 
norves, nnd arrived safoly: st. the foraign 
quarters about two in the morning.

THE ARTUUR AFFAIR, 
BRIBING A CHINESE COMMANDER, 
Boubé, June 10, 
While wo wero participating in little 
excitoment up river, tho fotcigners at Hobo’ 
were not without their ahare, and had it 
not been for the German guaboat Iitis, 
they would havo had moro than’ thoy 
wished. - : 
On the evening of June 4, Captain 
Jensen, of tho Arthur, called on Mr Morso, 


his ship, when he waa’ fired upon by the 
soldiers, forced to turn back aud was taken 
prisoner by the Chinese. AL that time 
firing waa commenced, by tho Chinese in- 
fantry along the shore, who believed ths 
Governor, ag well a8 the money due them, 
was on board, . As the Artur waa inside 
the harbor and perhaps half a milo up the 
river, sho-.waa practically ia the hands of 
tha Chineso, who could uge the big guns of | 
tho forts and‘sink her if they desired. 
Word had already been seat aboard, if sho 
attempted lonving the torpedo mines would 
bs oxploded, and alo would be fired upon, 
As the Arthur could not Jeavo on account 
of low water the Captain was roleascd ; all 
night ou intermittent fusillade was kept up 
and tho native bosta all along the river 
were tired upon, forced to make for the 
shore, and then plundered by the soldiers, 
On the morning of the Sth, the soldiers 
were still firing on the ship, the frightoned 
6fficinls on board sent $46,000 on aboro, 
which was divided among the eoldiers as 
far as it would go, and the Customa doputy 
was taken from the ship and held in his 
own yamen for ratisum, but be escaped by 
a back door and fled to a foreigner’s house 
for protection, 7 
The occupants of the fort, not having 
had a hand iu this matter, decided that 
they also ought to have a little 
money, and sunounocd that: they would 
fire on any boat leaving with passengers, 
During the day boate were searched and if 
they had oa byard passenge:s or treasure, 
they. wera not allowed to depart. Tho 
Formosa and the Bygdo were lying out. 
sida, and a oumber of boats attempted to 
reach them with passengers and cargo, 
When tho Commander of the fort was 
approached atid asked ‘what could be done, 
ho said horbad no command:over the troops 


whatever, but he thought if 5000, was paid 
them the men would disperse. Two foreig- 
nots very bravely went to tho fort late at 
night to make negotiations; the scldiers 
wero willing to give up the guna for $5000, 
bu: said if that amount gas not given them 
aod delivered before morning thoy. would 
aink the. Artiur with oll on board, Mr 
Morse succeeded in collecting the amount 
and agreed to pay it over, if the, breech- 
blocks were delivered into his hands and 
tha torpedo cable cat, 

They agveod tu delivorall the blocks with 
tho oxception of one which they would not 
give up.until all the money had beon paid 
and distributed. Ags no,other terms would 
be accepted, the monoy waa paid into their 
hands, and at four o’olock-in the morning, 
the Inst of the four breech -blocks of the big 
modetn guns was in the hands of Mr Morse.

ia the contxe of enormoua British interests, 
commercial, manufacturing and other, in- 
dustries, and under good and economical 
government there is, in view of the opening 
up of China in the near futuro, now tha’ 
the terms of peace between China and Ja- 
an have been arranged, practically no 
jimit to the expansion and development of 
British tride and industries in Hongkong ; 
there is destined to ba moro progress than 
ever, owing to its being British territory 
and to its geographical position, the junc. 
tion and port’ of vaat commerce and traflia, 
and ‘constant communication between Eu- 
rope and the Australian colonies, the Unit- 
ed States and Canada on the ono hand, 
and Ohina, Japan, the Philippine Islands, 
British North Borneo, Java, Indo-China, 
Siom, the Straits, and India on the 
other, Honglong has built up its almost 
unequalled commercial ‘position . mainly 
through the onterpriso, skill, and onergy of 
British merchants, bankers, traders, ship- 
owners, and others of Her Majesty’s aub- 
jects who spend the beat pasts of their lives 
and employ their capital on its shores, and 
through the expenditure of many millions 
of dollars in roads, atreats, and bridges, in 
buildings public and private, in cxztensivo 
roclamations, in docks, piers, and wharves, 
aod manufactures of great and iycroosing 
value, The prospority ond expsnsion of 
the Golony can only be promoted by the 
unremitting exertions and self-sacrifice of 
the British rosidents, the valuable co-oper- 
ation of the Chinese, aad the continuance 
of Hongkong ns afreo port, Boing purely 
a Crown Colony, Hongkong is governed 
by a Governor appointed by the Queen, 
and by an. Executive and a Legislative 
Covnal Tho Executive is composed whol- 
ly of civil servants, nominated aud appoint- 
od by the Crown. The Logislatura consists 
of scven official mombera, selected and ap- 
pointed by tho Queen, and of five unofficial 
members, two of whom are nominated by 
the Chamber of Commerce and Justices of 
the Peace, but all five unoflicial- members 
have to be spproved by tha Governor, aud 
all are appointed by Her Majesty. The 
Obamber of Commerce includes in its 
members Cormans, Chinese, and other 
nationals, while Justices of the Peaca are 
jy born or naturalised British subjects and 
Chinese; snd these bodica have the 
‘privilege of nominating two members to 
the Gouacil for the Governor’s approval, 
but the Governor has the right of refusing 
| to appoint any nominated person, and cans 
appoint. whomscever he. may select. “The 
Exooutive Council sits with closed doora, 
and deliberates in necrot. The Legislature 
apposrs to admit of fall and unfottorod dis- 
cussion, but there is yirtually no froodom 
: of debate.~ Queations are considered and 
gottled, and the policy to be adopted by 
the Government in connection therewith 
is docided svoretly in the Executive Council, 
| Queations are subsequontly brought before 
the Legislative Gounci!, where the Govern: 
t have alwaya a majority of votes—the 
oflicials being seven, and the unofficiala five 
—and can secure the passing of any 
woasure, in‘face of any opposition on the 
part of tha unofficial members, who are 
thus limited to objecting and protesting, 
and have absolutely no power to carry any 
proposal which they may consider be- 


fully recognise tha propriety and the noves.. 
sity for the existence of proper checks and 
safeguarda againat the abuse of any porrer 
and authority exercisad by any toca! Bogise 
Jaturo, and will chectfully acquicece in their 
continuance and effeotiva exercise, but. wa 
respectfully eubsitt that subject to such 
aheoks and aafeguards we ought to be-allow. 
ed two or more unoflicial members on the 
Executive Council, and a majority of re. 
presentatives of British nationality -ia the ” 
gislative Council, Permit mo to gives 
few instances of tha injustics to which the 
Colony tay:be, and has actually upon oo- 
casions been, aubjected by renton of its 
inability to exercise control over looal affairs, 
The coat of the adminiatration of tha Govern. 
wont hos ricen from $5,47,000 in 1887, to 
about $8,00,000 in 1895; it is still expand- 
ing, and ia now excessive, while the revenue 
remaing slmost stationary, We sre now 
saddled with an army of offtctals, as regard 
numbers, sufficient to govern a small empire, 
Not long ago the London authorities con- 
sured the local Legislative Couuoil for ex+ 
pending some £2,000 of ite own taxes on 
the partial introduction of ‘electric light 
intd several of the prindipal streets; yet at 
tho same timo they were peremptorily order. 
ing ua to build a new gaol, at a cost oatimat. 
ed at closa upon £100,000, although it baw 
been proved, and they have sinte admitted, 
that an extension of tho old gaol, ato cost 
of about £9,600, would amply suffice for all 
requirements, As to the desirability of 
unofficial representatives beiog on the 
Exceutive Council, I would mention that 
some four yeara ago the thea Governor of 
the Colony, on hig owa responsibility, and 
without the authority of the Legislative 
Council, by his warrant directed payment to 
the military authorities out of the Colonial 
Treasury of.a sam of £20,000, an irregolar- 
ity for which Lord Kautsford subsequontly 


-apologisad to the ratepayers through the 


Council, In opposition to the wishes of the 
ratepayers the authorities in Downing-atraet 
have ‘required tho Looal Government to 
borrow on two ocaasions ia gold to the extent 
of £400,000, while Uhe.Colony’s revenva is 
raised iu silver, which borrowings, owing to 
the rise ia the valne of gold, are costibg the 
Colonists rates of interest far heavior. than 
if the loans had been raised in silver, Tha 
money could have been borrowed in silver'at 
rengonable rates of interest, and thus these 
very heavy losses on the gold loans avoided.

Lshown -moro clearly the necessity for @ 
‘easonable measure of Josal self-government 
over municipal matters than the: muddle 
made by the Colonial Government in dealing 
with the ‘black pleguo’ which visited Hong | 
kong last year, That great calamity cou!

ed, nor would it have been attended. with 
suoh heavy losses and disastrous results, bat 
for the accumalations of filth in the portions 
of the oily ocoupied by the natives, Official 
negleot alune was responsible for permitting 
such vast accumulationa of filth.

neficial, nor have they tha~means of even 
modifying any onactmont which may, in 
their opinion, bo, prejudicial to-the inter- 
ests of the Culony.

But it ia in form only, 
and not in reality, for io the Legislature 
and when the Council is in. Committes 
the official members are in 3 majority and 
the uvofficial members can always be out- 
vated, ‘The limited degres. of solf-govorn- 
ment desired by us, subject ta tho Go- 
vernor’s: voto, could bo’ no more dan- 
gorous in Hongkong than tha much 
greater rights of self-goverament in Capo 
Ovlopy, whore also there is an overwhelm. 
ing propondoranco of the native clement, 
Legislative enactments area sometimes
